residence, aw was J, Ogden Armour, the
surviving son,

The death of his san, Philip D. Armonr
Jr,, in sonthern Californin on Jan, 20,
1900, was a great shock to the health
broken man. The son had zone on a
visit to his father and was token sndden:
Iy with pneumonia. His death followsd
with senrcely n dag's warning, The son
had Inrgely interestod the father and in
herited the business ability of the Apr
wours and was clogely following the toot
steps of the head when he wis strieken
down.

So earefully had the plans for the fu
ture been made that the death of Mr.
Armour will have little affect on the ot
ward working of the great enterprive
with which he had been so closely iden-
tified. It Is believed all the Armour
properties will be held intact until the
grandchildren come into thelr own.

Estimates of Mr, Armonr's own estate
run from  $10,000,000  tp  £25,000,000,
This of course does not include the $15,.
000,000 or $20000,00 owned by the
younger members of lhis family, For
years every enterprise he was Intorested
in had been making immense profits. His
holdings of stock have all advanesd
largely during the lust three yenrs,

Philip D, Armour, who was in his six-
ty-ninth year, made his own life on lines
unique and wholly originsl with himselr,

From a not overrich Madison county (N,
Y.) farm to the position of paying more
freight and controlling more provisions
than any other man in the world were
the two extremes of his life.

The California gold fever struck wost-
ern New York in 1840, and young Ar-
mour was the first in Bteckbridge to de-
termine to vislt the Pacific const. ITe
obtained the permission of his parenis
and at the age of 17 started, having three
of four companions from the same nelgh-
borhood. The almost incredible part of it
was that the party walked nearly the en-
tiIre distance from New York to Califor
nia.

The commerelal sense, which always
predominated In his life, indicated its
presence as soon as he saw the goldfivlds
of California. He made money from the
start, and at the end of six years he re-
tarned home with a fortune. Becoming
dissatisfied with the quiet life of his na-
tive town, he came west ngnin and to-
gether with a brother-in-law established a
large wholesnle grocery house in Milwan-
kee. This venture was also successful,
and in a yenr's time he purchased the
Iargest grain elevator in Milwnukee, This
lad to more elevators and railrond stock,
In 1866 he came to Chieago to take charge
of the Chicago branch of u New York
packing establishment. The result was
that the Chicago house censed to be a
branch, and the west gained the largest
packing and provision plant in the world,

e property interesta for which My,
Armour stood+are cstimated at £150,000,-

In works of charity Mr., Armour's
monument will be found in the Armonr
institute, to which but a short time age
he gave 8700,000 in one remembrance,
Asked once what he considered his best
paying investment, he replied, “The Ar-
mour institute,”

The Inatitute today represents an in-
vestment on the part of Mr. Armour and
his brother Joseph of $2,230,000 and a
mrly expense for maintenance of $100,-

Twenty-elght Dead Bodles Recover-
ed Fromi Orphan Asylum Hulns,
ROCHESTER, Jun. 9.—Twenty-sight

dead bodies lie at the morgne, and 12
others more or less seriously Injured lie
at the different hospitals in the eity as a
result of the terrible holoenust which enr- |
Iy yesterday morning occurred at the i
Rochester Orphan asylum. Of the dead |
20 were children of hoth sexes, ranging |
in age from 2 to 14 years, while the re-
maining two were adults, The fire, which
was discovered at 1:10 a. m. and was
doubtless cansed by an explosion of nat-
ural gas in the boiler room, adjoining the
west wing of the asylum, spread so rap-
idly that many of the 180 Inmates of the
institution wete overcome by the f#ames
and smaoke almost without warning,

The fire started in the furnace room
and was followed by an explosion of gas.
This enused the fire to spread rapidly,
and in a few minutes the two west wings
were in flumes,

When the firemen who responded to a
general alarm arvived, the inmoates were
Jumping fram the windows and the at-
tendants were throwing helpless infants
out regardless of where they might fall

At the Paris exposition there is a
littie showense wherein are displayed
the more important [ndian corn prod-
nets of this country, says the New
Yark Waorid,

They make an amazing display, in-
cluding the following artielox:

Cornmenl, hominy, hilled eorn,
cream of maize, granulated cornmeal,
eanned green corn, eanned hulled corn,
maizena, samp, degerminated samp,
cream-menl, self-rizing pancake flour,
quick malt, brewers' grits, husks for
matiresses, cellulose for packing the
cofferdams of battleships, paper stock
prepared  from  cornstalk, degerni
nated brewers’ meal, Bourbon whisky,
aleohol, bolted cornmeal, hulled zorn-
meanl, feed of ground bindes, sialkd and
cobs, varnish, cob pipes, eorn Inger
beer, table sirup, popeorn, table grits,
British gum, salves, lnundry sturehg
table stareh, fermentum, flaked hom-
iny, gum pnste, corn oil, vuleanized
corn oil, ofleake, grape sugar, gluten
feed, glucose, confectioners’ ervstal
glucose and vonfeetioners' paste, Corn
ofl, vuleanized, forms the basis of a sub-
stitute for rubber.

This substitute, compounded with
60 per cent. commercial rubber, jx used
in rubber boots, linoleum, wheel tires,
blankets and other articles. Crude
corn oll has been nsed in the mannfac-
ture of tailet sonp. Rectified, it is as
elear as alcohol, and is the base of a
substitiute for olive oil. Cornstaik pith
is of value in making paper, varnish,
films, imitation =silks and gun cotton
and other explosives,
